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PREFACE. 

URING a vifit to a friend 
at Jerfey in 1853, 1 bad li- 
cence to pafs at will through 
a garden and veftibule belonging to 
the dwelling of a neighbour, that 
being the neareft way from the abode 
of my hoft to the centre of the town 
of St. Helier. I one day lingered to 
examine an engraved portrait in an 
old frame which hung in that vefti- 
bule, and which reprefented a coun- 
fellor of the feventeenth century, 
whofe features were new to me.

Of the brief career of the fubjeft 
of this biography, the feafon allotted 
to the fulfilment of the rich promife 
of his youth formed fo fmall a por- 
tion, that it can fcarcely be won- 
dered at that the memory of that 
career had in the next generation 
well-nigh faded away ; probably the 
bereaved Father anticipated this re- 
fult when he.treafured up for the 
ufe of his grandchildren the details 
which had printed themfelves fo in- 
delibly upon his own breaft, and 
which he defired them to make ufe 
of as matters rather of imitation than 
of pride. By his immediate con- 
temporaries, however, the full meed 
of afFeftionate laudation was accord- 
ed to the young Advocate, Theolo- 
gian, 



gian, and Critic, and the pages of 
Echard^ Roger Norths and Sir Henry 
Chauncy have embalmed his memory 
for the delegation of thofe to whom 
the byeways of hiftory form a wel- 
come retirement from the abforbing 
cares of things prefent and inevit- 
able. 

It has appeared to me, however, 
that with a fomewhat larger circle 
of readers thefe pages may find ac- 
ceptance — to fome of the exifting 
followers of Sir "John King's calling, 
this cabinet pidture of a lawyer of 
the Stuart times may be welcome, 
and there are many both in and out 
of that calling whom it may intereft 
to know that in " the day of Eng- 
land's deepeft degradation, when in 
private life morality was a reproach, 
truth departed, and religion a jeft," 

one 
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one courtier at leaft was a Chriftian 
— that while one of the brightcft 
ornaments of the Court of Catherine 
of Braganza* was a living witnefs 
for truth and holinefs, the moft 
finiflied orator, and one of the moft 
favoured candidates for honour in the 
circle which furrounded Catherine's 
unprincipled and licentious hufband 
was the •profound theologian and 
earneft humble Chriftian, Sir yohn 
King.

E was born at St. Albans in 
the county oi Hertford, the 
fifth day of February in the 
year of our Lord one thoufand fix 
hundred thirty and eight.

S he came of age fit to be put 
to School, he took the ru- 
diments of learning in the 
free School oi St. Albans very ftrenu- 
oufly, fo that in a fliort tyme he was 
of the higheft forme of the School ;

Eaton ColledgCy where after one year 
he was chofen fcoUer of the Houfe, 
in which place he fubmitted to the 
meaneft fervice required of him with 
dilligence, and within two years after 
he was advanced to the chief and head 
forme of the School ; his mafter 
would often fay he was very dextrous 
and quick of apprehenfion in taking 
of his learning, and he himfelf would

He would often 
Wright to his Mother very pious 
chriftian letters while he was at Eaton 
and after from Cambridge^ often ex- 
preffing to her that he had caufe to 
blefs God for his Education. While 
he was at Eaton he endeared himfelf 
in the love of all by his curteous be- 
haviour and by his induftry in all his

N November one thoufand 
fix hundred fifty five he 
went to Cambridge y and was 
then admitted into ^eerCs C o Hedge y 
his Tutor was Mr. Samuel Jacombj 
Dt.yacomb's brother; his cotempo- 
raries were Dr. Cradocky Dr. Patricky 
Dr. Walter Needham^ and other wor- 
thies at the fame time his coUegiats, 
and Dr. Puller oijefus Colledge^ who 
can fpeak more of his manner of life 
there and of his ftiiddies then others 
can. He was not onely beloved and 
highly efteemed for his learning and

6. His admijfion into the Inner Temple. 

E was admitted into the So- 
ciety of the Inner Temple in 
November one thoufand fix 
hundred and fixty, being att laft wil- 
ling unto it by the perfuafion of fome 
of his Cambridge friends fettled in fome 
of the Inns of the Court, where he 
continued untill he departed this life 
in Trinity tearme one thoufand fix

his bag of writings for his pleadings, 
and there told him that he fhould re-

bed ; where, with that quietnefs, pa- 
tience, and fubmiffion to the will of 
God he made his will, in full ftrength 
of minde, and when he had read it, 
he fealed, figned, and publifhed it; 
he faid, I am glad it is done, and 
after took his leave of his wife and 
children, defiring the Lord to blefs 
them; and told his wife, who was 
full of tears, feing it is the will of 
God, let us part quietly in friendfliip 
with fubmiffivenefs to his will, as we 
came together in friendfliip by his 
will ; and then he fequeftered him- 
felf to meditation between God and 
his own foul, without the leaft re- 
gret. 
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gret, but quietly and patiently con- 
tented himfelf with the will of God, 




12. T^he ProfeJJton of his Religion on 
his Death Bed. 

OME two days before his 
death he fpake to Dr. Pul- 
ler ^ his intimat Friend, and 
faid to him, the vulgar in this divid- 
ing and cenfuring age may have fome 
hard thoughts of him touching his 
religion: he faid to the Dr. you know 
me> I do declare that I dy in the faith 
of the doftrin of the Proteftant Re- 
ligion, owned and maintained by the 
Church of England, and do rely onely 
upon the merits and fatisfadtion of 
my Lord Jefus Cbriji for pardon of all 
my finns and falvation by him ; And 

fain 
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fain would have received the Sacra- 
ment of the Lords fupper upon this 
his confeffion, and further faid that 
he never was aflaulted by any Papift 
in the matter of his Religion. And 
fo the Dr. prayed with him, and took 
his leave of him for that tyme. 




13. His Death. 

ND before he could receive 
the Sacrament he fell (as 
moftiudged) intoafuppofed 
fleep, and turned on his left fide and 
drew his breath feemingly well, but 
an hour or two afterward turned on 
his back, and his eyes fomewhat open 
and fpeechlefs, and after a long tyme, 
by the ufe of fome means gott over 
that fitt, and came to fpeak and to

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know his wife, and called for his 
children and relations ; but the next 
fitt he fell in like manner a fleep, 
and all about him that fat by him 
thought verily that he was afleep, he 
lay fo well and drew his breath fo 
well, till at laft they heard a ratling 
in throat, they haftily looked and 
found him departing very gently, 
without figththing or groaning, in a 
fleeping manner. And thus God 
tranflated his large foul, with the 
full enjoyment of all fatisfadtion in 
himfelf, when he had lived in this 
valley of teares thirty eight years four 
monthes and 24 dayes, with much 
labour and forrow, in attaining thofe 
glimerings of knowledge which he 
in blifs now fully enjoys, and that in 
reft with joy unfpeakable and full of 
Glory.

IS body was honorablely 
buried the fourth day of 
July J 1677, in the Temple 
Church, nere the inclofed Effigies of 
the Knts.

R. JOHN KING— the only fon 
of Monfieur Le Roy, who is 
faid by Chauncy to have been 
the French Refident in England in the 
time of Queen Elizabeth ;" elfe where he 
is ftated to have been " much employed 
by Queen Elizabeth in her affairs with 
France'* After diligent fearch among the 
hiftories of the time, I can find no trace 
of him in either capacity. His only fon 
was born in Lime Street y London^ in 1 604, 
and inherited a fmall landed eftate in 
Herts; he pradifed as a Phyfician fuc- 
ceffively at Hertford^ St. Albans^ and in 
Alder/gate Street^ London^ and dying in 
1688, was buried with his Father at «$"/. 

Andrew's 
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Andrew's Under/haft. Sir John King was 
the eldeft fon of his fecond marriage, and 
of this pride of his houfe he feems to have 
compiled this Memoir, as a kind of folace 
for fuch a lofs. Befides the copy from 
which the preceding pages are taken, an- 
other exifts, which was copied for the 
benefit of Sir John's children, and which 
is now preferved with the Title-Deeds of 
the Manor of Reed Courts in the Parifties 
of Mar den and Talding^ Kenty as is alfo 
an Heraldic family Record, prepared by 
Robert King, the Son and Heir of Sir 
John. The Doftor's laft aft (of which 
he has left a moft formal Memorandum) 
was an effort to procure the regiftration 
of the family arms in the Englifh Heralds' 
College; but notwithftanding the En- 
couragement of Earl Marfhal and Garter, 
this defign was abandoned. An Extraft 
from Dr. King's Will, in which he be- 
queaths the Portrait and Memoir here 
follows : — 

" I doe give and bequeath unto my 
grandfonne John King, the fecond fonne

of my late fonne Sir John King, all my 
books that are Matiufcripts and not printed, 
and his fathers pifture in Oyle, with two 
Epitaphes of his Fathers Elogium, one in 
Latine and the fame in Englifti, in two 
figures of his Father's monument in the 
Temple Church, in two frames covered 
with glafs, and all the printed pidures 
covered with glafs, and the coat of arms 
of me and the Roberts^ in Oyle in my 
Dyneing Room {except that piElure co- 
vered with glafs which hath a parchment 
book in it conteyning a narrative of the 
/aid Sir John King*s life and death), which 
faid laft pifture I give to my faid grand- 
daughter Mary King, together with her 
father's pifture at large in oyle. . . . 
My father (by the pame of John Le Roy, 
in Englifh John King) departed out of 
this World the nth day ofOSiober 1615, 
and the 14th day of the faid OElober 
16 1 5 was buryed in the parifh Church of 
St. Andrew Underfhaft, London, living 
and dying a pariftiioner of the faid Parifh. 
I John King (his only Child) defire that 

my 
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my body may be buryed in the fame 
grave or neare to it in the faid Parifh 

Church." 

AJahel King died the year after his bro- 
ther, and at the ftill earlier age of 31. 
To Sir John's intereft he probably owed 
his ftall at Gloucefter and a living in Kent^ 
befides which he held the living ofDeynton 
in Gloucefter Jhire^ in right of his prebend. 
His two fons here mentioned both died 
in childhood. His only daughter, Mary^ 
married a Norfolk clergyman named Ship- 
man; from her defcendants the Portrait 
and Memoir pafled to a Mr. Green (faid 
to have been her grandfon), whofe daugh- 
ter married Wigmore IVhiJkiny Efq. and 
by that gentleman's daughter, the widow 
of the Rev. E. Mouranty of Guernjey^ it

tVhat he was in the Knowledge of the 

Law of his Country y £5?^. — In the abfence 

of any details on this fubjeft, we are left to 

glean a few particulars from contemporary 

writers. Echard ftates that ^' he firft prac- 

^ tifed before the Court of Judicatory for 

^ rebuilding the City after the Fire of 

^ London^ but afterwards got into better 

^ bufinefs. He was high in favour with 

^ King Charles the Second, who made 

^ him one of his council in ordinary, and 

^ knighted him Dec. 10, 1674 ; and de- 

' lighted (as he was wont to fay) to hear 

^ Sit John King plead at the Council board, 

* which King was efteemed by all that 
^ knew him to be a great judge of Eng- 
^ lifh wit and fenfe. As to the conduft 
' and care of his clients, the great Lord 

* Chancellor Finch declared he had hardly 
' ever known his equal ; and the Lord 
^ Chancellor Shaftefbury^ defigning a re- 

'* gulation 
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" gulation of the Chancery, chofe him 
" out of a feleft number of learned men 
in the law for that purpofe, who met 
at his houfe, and made great progrefs 
therein, though time allowed them not 
" liberty to efFeft the fame." 

The principal Reports extending over 
the fhort period of Sir John King's prac- 
tice at the Bar are thofe of Lord Chan- 
cellor Finch, in which the names of the 
counfel who pleaded the various caufes 
are not given, and although the amount 
of earnings ftated by his Father upon the 
authority of Sir John's own fee-book ap- 
pears prodigious for that period, yet I 
have not difcovered his name in any re- 
ported cafe.

His Marriage, &c. — Lady King's do- 
meftic virtues are confiderably impugned 
by Roger North, who gives the following 
fketch of the fubjcft of this Memoir in 
his Life of Lord Keeper Guilford. 

^* Mr. Longueville firft introduced to 

his 
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his Lordfhip's acquaintance the mod florid 
and accomplifhed gentleman of the Law, 
as in the courfe of his praftice he appeared 
to be — ^Sir John King. His beginning was 
in general learning, having his face di- 
refted towards the Church, and fo far as 
polite literature reached he was accom- 
plifhed, being Maflier of Tully and the 
Latin oratory. He left the Univerfity 
and applied to the law. His firft praftice 
was before the Judicatory for the rebuild- 
ing London after the fire ; there he made 
himfelf known, and as that court con- 
fumed its bufinefs, he crept into better in 
Weftminfter Hall^ and was foon let into 
the wheel of Preferment, that is, by be- 
ing put into fome minor Attorney (hip, as 
of the Queen or Duke, I remember not 
which ; but he became the top praftifer 
in the Court of Chancery, for he was cut 
out by nature and formed by education 
for that bufinefs. He had the mofl: of 
an orator, and was withal the moft polite 
and aflFable gentleman that I ever knew 
wear a gown. His principal care was to 

be 



be inftrufted, and then his performance 
was eafy. All his misfortune lay at home 
in a perverfe conjort^ who always after his 
day-labour done entertained him with all 
the chagrin and peevifhnefe imaginable, 
fo that he went home as to his prifon or 
worfe, and when the time came, rather 
than go home, he chofe commonly to get 
a friend to go and fit in a free chat at the 
Tavern over a fingle bottle till 12 or i 
at night, and then to work again at 5 in 
the morning. His fatigue in bufinefs, 
which, as I faid, was more than ordinary 
to him, and his no comfort, or rather dif- 
comfort at home, and taking his refrefh- 
ment by excifing his fleep, foon pulled 
him down, fo that after a fliort illnefs he 
died." 

Sir John in his Will bequeaths feveral 
articles to his Wife " as an inftance of his 
refpeft f but Lady Kin^s Will, indited 
when fix years of widowhood had pafled 
over her, fpeaks of her loft Lord in more 
tender terms : — " I defire that my body 
may bee buried decently and privately in 

the I 
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the Inner Temple Churchy in the fame grave 
where my dearly beloved hufband now 
refts, if that honorable Society will per- 
mitt me to be interred there . . . and . . . 
being defirous to fhew all the refpeft that I 
can exprefle to the memorye of the moft 
tenderly afFeftionate hufband that ever 
Woman was blefled withal, I intend all my 
faid Eftate for the advancement of his and 
my Children." One of the overfeers of her 
Will was Sir Robert Jojlin of Sawbridge^ 
worth (the anceftor of the prefent Earl of 
i2o^i?»),"of whofe integrity and juftice, real 
friendlhip and kindnefs" fhe had " had ex- 
perience." Whether Lady Kin^s domeftic 
virtues have been unduly afperfed by gof- 
fipping Roger North, or whether this ten- 
der language had fomething of remorfe in 
it, the reader muft decide for himfelf. 

Of the children, John, the father's 
namefake, appears to have given the moft 
promife of following his career. An im- 
moderate attention to his ftudies, how- 
ever, according to the Reed Court MS. 
undermined his conftitution^ and he was 

laid 
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laid befide his parents in the Inner Temple 
vaults a few days after the completion 
of his nineteenth year. 

Elizabeth^ the only daughter who grew 
to womanhood, married Dr. Geljihorp of 
Hatton Garden^ and died feventeen years 
afterwards, at the age of thirty-fix, leaving 
an only fon, Robert^ who died young, 
leaving his property to his uncle. 

Roberty the eldeft fon of Sir Johny was 
entered at the Inner Tempky and called to 
the bar. He married into the Bonfoy 
family, and commenced country gentle- 
man in 1703, by the purchafe of fome 
property at Tewing^ Herts^ and a houfe 
and eftate called Bragbury End^ near 
Broadwater: the houfe is ftill (landing 
in modernized circumflances, and with a 
few furrounding dwellings forms a hamlet 
to the parifh of Datchworth. Robert King 
appears to have been devoted to unremu- 
nerative purfuits, including aftrology and 
heraldry. He compiled the Reed Court 
family record, and caft the nativities of him- 
felf and his fons. He was alfo of a pliant 

difpofition,

difpofition, and became fecurity for a Mr. 
Feter^ who was treafurer for the county, 
and who, in 17 13, left defalcations to the 
extent of £13,000 to be made good by 
Mr. King and his co-furety Sir Bibye Lake; 
this appears to have led to fome years of 
difputation, and to many more of narrow 
circumftances, from which latter evil 
young Mr. Gelfthorp relieved the family 
in 1730, by a timely bequeft of all his 
property, which is commemorated with 
very warm expreffions of gratitude both 
in the Reed Court MS. and on a tablet in 
Welwyn Church. 

Robert King left three fons who at- 
tained maturity ; Hugh^ whofe only fon of 
the fame name died in his lifetime ; John^ 
who was a draper in Newgate Street^ and 
Robert^ who died at Calcutta^ in the Eaft 
India Company's fervice. The elder Hugh 
and his wife were the laft furvivors of the 
race, and were buried at Datchworth in 
the latter half of the laft century. 

A Memoir of the family was fumifhed 
to the Gentleman's Magazine for 178 1,

by " A Conftant Reader/' who defcribes 
himfelf as the great grandfon and fole 
heir of Richard Sadleir^ the eldeft fon of 
the marriage between Richard Sadleir and 
Sir John King's half fifter, and who ftates 
that befides himfelf and fome defendants 
of two other children of that marriage, no 
defcendants remained of John Le Roy.

Edward Hales of Goodnefton^ fon of Sir 
Edward Hales, who in his younger years 
riflced his perfon and fortune in endea- 
vouring the refcue of Charles I. from the 
I/k of Wight y and from the hands of thofe 
men that brought him to the fcafFold ; 
but having contraded a debt of near 
£800,000, in order to maintain a body 
of troops he had raifed for the fervice of 
the King, and fdling in all his enterprifes, 
was obliged to abandon his country, and 
died in France. Edward, his fon by a 
daughter and coheirefs of Thomas Lord 
Wottony grew into favour with James IL 
imder whom he had a regiment of foot, 

was 
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was a Privy Councillor, a Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, Deputy Governor of the Cinque 
Ports y and Lieut. Governor of the Tower 
of London^ where, after the Revolution, 
he was confined for fome time, and after 
his releafe was at La Hogue when Admiral 
Rujfel burnt the French fhips. He was 
created Earl of Tenter den by James II. 
while in exile, and died in France in 1 695. 
John Hales, a barrifter, his younger bro- 
ther, is one of the Witnefles to Sir J. 
King's WUl.

William Longueville, one of Sir John^s 
Executors, thus commemorated by Roger 
North : "Another of his Lordfhip's (Lord 
Keeper Guilford's) acquaintance was Mr. 
fVm. Longueville, a man of difcourfe, witty, 
fluent, literate, copious, and inflruftive ; 
and thofe who did not well attend to him, or

did not underftand him, thought he talked 
too much. He took to conveyancing, and 
in that pradlice rode one of the admirals. 
His integrity was as the driven fnow. 
His beginning was low, the fon of a cava- 
lier Father who fpent extravagantly what 
the tyranny of the times had left him, — 
he was a father to his father. A good- 
natured Six Clerk took a fancy to the 
young man, and gave him credit, by 
which he crept into that office, and at 
length made it his own, and in fit time 
fold it, by which he laid the foundation 
of an eftate ; and what with a match, by 
which he hath pofterity, and his practice, 
hath re-edified a ruined family. His ad- 
drefs and flowing wit recommended him, 
and he was entirely trufted by divers con- 
fiderable families. He was the laft pa- 
tron and friend to Butler^ whom he fup- 
ported in his old age, otherwife he might 
have been literally ftarved. Butler made 
him his heir, i. e. gave him his remains, 
but in loofe papers and indigefted; he 
reduced them into method and order, and 

fome

fome of them have been fince printed." 
Lmgueville buried Butler at his own coft 
in the church yard of Covent Garden^ 
after an unfuccefsful attempt to raife a 
fubfcription for his interment in Weftmin- 
fter Abbey.

" WTien he had read it;' £5?^ .— The WUl 
ends abruptly in the middle of a legacy, 
but is fiibfcribed in a firm hand. Dr. King 
is one of the witnefles, as well as Robert 
Longuevilley probably the fpendthrift cava- 
lier noticed above.

The monument was removed from a 
column in the circular church to the tri- 
forium in the late reftoration at the TVw- 
plcy and remains in excellent prefervation 
in its new pofltion ; a flat ftone, with the 
name and date of burial was at the fame 
time removed into the church-yard, where 
it may be feen fide by fide with a fimilar 
memorial to Spelman. 



" St. Albans had the honor of his birth, 
Eaton laid the foundation of his fchool- 
learning, ^een's CoUedge advanced him 
in his Univerfity Studies, and the Inner 
Temple completed him in thofe of the 
law.

tho' much to his honor, yet comes far 
fliort of his merit. 

" His foul was great, which feemed as 
if it were mifmatcht with too flender a con- 
ftitution of body; his fublime faculties 
were too brifk and operative to be long 
confined within fo brittle a tenement, 
therefore we may think they made earlier 
preparations for a flight to more lafting 

habitations In a word, as to his 

intelleftuals, he was mafter of all ufeful 
and polite learning ; as to his morals, he 
was afliduous in his devotions to his 
Maker, and in a more eminent manner 
obedient to his Parents, for which we 
may prefume that God conferred on him 
the blefling promifed unto thofe who ob- 
ferved the 5th Commandment."

JoneSy the Attorney 
General, as he ftrenuoufly oppofed all 
the meafures of the Court. It is proba- 
ble that he would foon have fupplanted 
him, if he had not been prevented by 
death."
